What will it cost St. Louis 
to sustain the unemployed and their dependents this 
winter? 

President Aloe of the Board of Aldermen has sug- 
gested a bond issue of $16,000,000, to be expended in 
the purchase of parks and playgrounds, the improve-|

Lutheran pastor, representing this settlement, in the heart of the 
famine district, came to Moscow to plead with Prof. Coolidge of Boston, 
American relief liaison officer here. 

This German population, which settled on the Volga more than 100 
years ago, has recently heard that emigration from Russia is being per- 
mitted and they are anxious to flee from starvation. Most of them have 
relatives in America, the pastor said. They are now farmers and trad- 
ers on a small scale and are Russian-speaking, although they have re- 
tained their original language. 

Since coming here, Prof. Coolidge has been appealed to constantly 
by persons desirous of going to America, many even claiming citizenship. 
As there are no consulates here the relief administration is the only 
American official authority now taking up these cases.
